NOT UNEMPLOYABLE 

“The homeland is not asking the Do- 
minions to take her unemployables.” 

This statement by so eminent an 
authority as Viscount Peel, member of the 
Empire Parliamentary Association, dele- 
gates of which landed in Quebec last 
night, may go far in the alleviation of 
fears expressed in some quarters as to the 
advisability of bringing to Canada for thc 
harvest 10,000 unemployed miners. 

There is a world of difference between 
the two words unemployed and unemploy- 
able. With vague stories of the ‘‘dole” 
and with pessimistic statistical returns 
from Great Britain, there has been fear 
expressed that the habit of idleness has 
fallen upon a certain class of people in the 
Old Land. 

Whether or not this is true is germaine 
to a consideration of the harvesters now 
being brought out. They are, unfortun- 
ately, unemployed. Normally, a miner 
works long hours at the most arduous 
physical labor nature has ever imposed 
upon man. Give him a chance to return 
to that work and he will jump at it. Fail- 
ing that, the Canadian harvest fields have 
presented an opportunity to engage in 
work that everyone hopes will prove pro- 
fitable, at least for a few months. 

Viscount Peel, in a polished, 
statement handed out when the 
mentary delegates arrived at Quebec 
raised another question of interest. That 
was the distribution of whites throughout 
the British Empire. He suggested that 
Britain is not the only nation in the Com-
